Judge Allen in Brief Decision 
Finds tor Husband, Who Al- 
leged Coercion. 





SHE DENIED BLOOD TAINT 





Court Finds There Was No ‘Mar- 
riage in Belleville Preceding 
Ceremony Here. 





Mrs. Agnes Nash Marre of 6203 Gra- 
Vois avenue is a negress, according to 
a decision handed down in the Circuit 
Court I'riday by Judge Charles Claflin 
Allen. 

This was one of the main contentions 
in the suit brought by her husband, 
Louis Marre, to annul their marriage, 
Which took place in 1908, 

Judge Allen's decision was in the form 
of a memorandum and read: 

“Finding for plaintiff. No marriage 
in Illinois. Marriage in Missouri was 
under duress. Defendant is a negress.”’ 

No Record of Marriage. 
Evidence in Marre’'s &annulment suit 
was heard last December. The refer- 
ence to the Illinois marriage in Judge 
Allen’s decision is based on Mrs. 
Marre’s testimony that she and Marre 
went tio Belleville and were married 
July 3, 1908. Marre denied this. Mrs. 
Marre could not produce a certificate 
of the Belleville marriage and a search 
of the St. Clair County records, made 
at the Court's direction, failed to show 
that such a-marriage took place. At- 
torneys for Mrs. Marre intimated that 
the Belleville union was a mock mar- 
riage. 

Marre testified that under threats 
made by Miss Nash's mother and other 
members of the family he went to her 
home and was married to her by Justice 
of the Peace Spies Nov. 2, 1908. 

He afterwards learned that she was 
a negress, he testified. Before the mar- 
riage, he said, he understood she was 
of Spanish and Mexican descent. 

Mrs. Marre in court exhibited a wed- 
ding ring. which she said Marre gave 
her at the time of the Belleville mar- 
riage. Though denying she was 
negress, she and her mother testified 
that some of their acquaintances were 
negroes. 

Insisted on Second Ceremony. 
Though she belleved that the Belle- 
ville marriage was legal, she said, her 
mother insisted that there be a second 
ceremony by a Catholic priest. 

Mrs. Marre testified that she was ill 
in bed when this second marriage was 
performed and that she believed that 
Magistrate Spies was a priest because 
he wore a clerical collar and tie. Spies 
on the witness stand denied that he 
was dressed like a. priest.

Claimant Hesitates About Beturning to Court. 
At the afternoon session Harry Fox and his wife, who had taken the 


claimant to luncheon at Hotel Jefferson, had apparent difficulty in getting 
him to re-enenter the courtroom to resume his testimony. He hesitated at 
the docr, and the whispered argument with the Foxes and with Detective 
William Desmond, detailed by the insurance company to watch him, was 
looked upon with interest by the throng in the corridor. The courtroom was 
packed with spectators, a large number of them being women. He smijed 
broadly at the crowd as he took the witness stand. 
in summoning the claimant to begin his testimony at the morning ses- 
sion, Attorney O'Bryan called ‘‘Mr. Kimmel.’’ There was no answer, and 
he said ‘‘George.’’ whereupon the man got up and replied ‘‘ Here.’’ 
‘Judge,’’ he said, as he approached the stand, ‘‘I’m nervous this morn- 
ing and hardly in condition to stand this ordeal.’

At this the claimant appeared to grow slightly excited. He unfolded his 

arms and uncrossed his legs. He drummed slightly on the rail with his fingers. 

“What bank are you referring to?’’ he asked. 

“T am reading from the record,”’ the lawyer replied. 

“IT can’t recall that conversation.” 

In response to further questions about the location of the bank in Niles, 

the claimant said: ‘“‘I can’t recall hardly anything of that deposition.” 

He was asked if he had testified in deposing, that the bank building was 

of wood. 

“I don’t remember the answer,” he replied. : 

A question regarding the height of the bank was then read and the claim- 

ant was asked if he recalled his answer. 

“Tt is unfair to read that deposition before the court,’’ he said, “‘be- 
cause it shows me up in a false light. The reading of it shows a man 
who was mentally strong. All my memory was practically a wreck.” 

“Did you reply, in your deposition, that you didn’t remember much about 
your room in the home at Niles?’ he was asked. 

“J didn’t answer in the tone you are using.” 


Does Not Remember About Room. 


“Did you say when questioned about the location of your sister's room, ‘I 
don’t remember. Maybe she lived in the hencoop’?” 

“No, sir. I never used that expression.”’ 

Contentions and objections of counsel were read from the deposition at this 
point.

“Maybe I did. I can’t recall. It don’t seem probable. Possibly I might have.” 

“When asked who wrote to you from Arkansas City, did you answer 
that you received two or three letters from Mr. Brown and one or two 
from Mr. Kronert?”’ 

“I presume that I did.” 

“When you were asked on which side of the river your maternal grand- 
mother’s house stood, did you say, ‘On the east side, about two miles from 
town?’ ”’ : 

“It don't seem possible that I ever did.” 


Cannot Remember Grandfather’s Home. 


Reading from the deposition, the Jawyer went on: “Where did your grand- 
father live, in the country or the town?” ‘In the town.” “What town?” “I can't 
remember the name of the town.’ “‘What kind of a place did your grand- 
father have?’ ‘“‘Maybe 10 acres, maybe 70, maybe 110.’

He went from here to Lawrence, Kan., 
where he is to speak today. 

Cites Example of Washington. 

In part, Gov. Wilson said: 

“We look back today to a great ex- 
ample—the example set us by a great 
practical genius, whose gift it was to 
‘ook forward and plan the life of a 
nation. It is the singular distinction of 
Washington and of his associates thai 
‘hey conceived their own fortunes und 
the fcrtunes of Virginia in the terms cf 
the development of the nation; 
staked their lives and all they had upon 
the confident prophecy of right and 
achievements. In every generation in 
Which their example has been intelti- 
gently heeded and followed, men haye 
lifted their eves and seen more than the 
mere circumstances which lay immedi- 
ately around them; they have known 
that it was their duty to conceive things 
largely; that the only cause which could 
concern them was the common cause: 
the only means by which they could 
justly live and thrive, the means which 
should serve their neighbors as well as 
themselves. 

“When we, in our generation, look up- 
the circumstances of America, we 
must try to see the facts as they are 
and to see them broadly. America is 
a business nation, a nation of material 
enterprise and commerce on a large 
scale. She demands of her statesmen a 
business policy and is keenly aware that 
a just economic policy is the only sound 
foundation for her political and her so- 
cial life. 

“It is our duty, therefore, if we would 
heed the example of Washington and 
the men of his generation, to ask our- 
selves: What must we do for America 
as she is? 

“The cry of the hour seems to be that 
business has grown so formidable in its 
independent organization as to have set 
itself up in rivalry to the Government 
itself and that it therefore must be 
regulated; that the whole force of gov- 
ernment must be bent to the restraint 
of business. I venture to suggest that 
what we are really after is not the re- 
straint of business, but the restraint of 
individuals who are putting business 
upon a false and selfish footing. 

“We do not wish to hamper the great 
processes of our economic life, but to 
free them where they have been made 
wrong use of by men who have ignored 
the common interest and sought to pro- 
mote their own private and selfish pur- 
poses by means that were neither pub- 
lic spirited nor honorable. The rules 
that we now seek to set up are that the 
men are making use of our corporation 
laws for their own advantage shall not 
employ them to. establish 
that they shall not use 
credit to those whom 
their own enterprises; 
rot, if they do wrong, find covert and 
concealment within the corporations 
whose power they employ. 

Mission of Corporations, 
“Corporations were meant for the cen- 
tralizing of capital and energy, for the 
more complete and effective organiza- 
tion of business. They were not meant 
to cover wrong. 

“In respect of the restraint of wrong, 
therefore, we should deal with individ- 
vals rather than with corporations. It 
should be laid bare of whom business 
combinations consist and those of whom 
they consist should be directly and in- 
dividually dealt with Whenever a wrong 
either to an individual or to 
the freedom of business itself; when- 
ever credit is restricted or the power of 
organized wealth used to put arbitrary 
restraint upon opportunity. 

“While we are doing this we should

POISON IN CANDY COATING 


NEW YORK, Feb. 23.—The United 
States Government at Washington has 
warned it pure food agents here and 
elsewhere that the Bureau of Chemistry 
in the Department of Agriculture has 
discovered shellac containing arsenic 1s 
being extensively used in the manufac- 
ture of candies and malt liquors. 

Penny candies, usually consumed by 
children—fudge, peanut bars, sugar- 
coated peanuts, imitation cigars of 
chocolate—are the classes of confection- 
ery, it is charged, often adulter- 
ated with Shellac, the 
Bureau of Chemistry says, has been 
used by many large confectioners to 
give candies a superior appearance. The 
amount of dry shellac on these candies 
| ranges up to one and one-half per cent.

On 
Tuesday two Women came here in an 
automobile and asked for him. He 
could not be found. Yesterday either 
the same two women or two others 
came in a car and again asked to see 
him.

Taft Figures 401 Delegates. 
With Kentucky and Texas eliminated, 
the Taft: managers are figuring on 212 
delegates to the Chicago convention from 
the Southern States. This is the cal- 
culation made today. In New York and 
Pennsylvania conservative estimates give 
Taft 146 more delegates. The 16 delegates 
from Maryland are put down as reason- 
ably certain, and advices received at 
headquarters give half of Kentucky's 
26 delegates to Taft. This will make 175 
added to those from the South, ora total 
of 387. Then there are the six delegates 
from Hawaii, two from Alaska, two from 
the District of Columbia, two from the 
Philippines and two from Porto Rico, 
bringing the total to 401. 

Taft will have to receive 539 de'egates 
at the Chicago convention in order to 
get a renomination. Every state west 
of the Ohio River is yet to be drawn, 
and he will need only 138 to gain con- 
trol of the convertion. Most of these 
States, or at least a majority of them, 
will send Taft delegates to the conven- 
tion. That is. why the Taft managers 
are not worrying about the situation, in 
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so far as tt affects the delegates to the 


convention. 


It would appear that the fight be- 
tween Taft and Roosevelt is to be 
refereed” by governors. The advo- 
cates of Col. Roosevelt bragged so 
much about eight governors being 
for him that it finally got on Man- 
ager McKinley’s nerves. Thereupon 
he began a letter canvass and an- 
nounced today that he had eleven 
s0vernors for Taft to Roosevelt’s 
eight, with others to hear from. 
McKinley wrote personal letters to 
16 governors, calling on them to sup- 
port Taft.

A LONG STORY CONDENSED. 

The story of the relations of the Standard Oil 
Co. as a monopoly to the Waters-Pierce company 
as a “subsidiary” is long and it is still lengthen- 
ing. It was told in part in the record of the pro- 
ceedings which resulted in the decision of the 
United States Supreme Court, ordering the monop- 
oly of the Standard Oil Co. dissolved and prohib- 
iting it by injunction. 

The story lengthens now in the record lawyers 
are making as the Rockefeller “interests” con- 
tend in St. Louis with the Waters-Pierce “in- 
terests.” On the record it may lengthen indefinite- 
ly. In fact, it is a very short story. The monopo- 
ly method is that of controlling “subsidiary corpo- 
rations” through the control of their stock by 
stockholders controlling the “parent corporation” 
or principal corporation representing the purpose 
of monopoly. 

This is the original Rockefeller method, the 
original method which worked out into monopoly 
“system” in the United States. Injunction or no 
injunction, it is still working.

EXPRESS COMPANY INDICTED. 

When an express company collects charges on 
your express package at both ends of the route, 
it gubjects itself to a fine of $5000 and its offi- 
clalg to two years’ imprisonment. At Cincinnati 
the Adams Express Co. has been indicted on 11 
counts for exacting charges in excess of estab- 
lished rates. The business has changed a good 
deal since the days when a man from whom an 
overcharge had been collected could not even get 
his money back. The limited parcels post to be 
started in July will soon become a competitor 
of, instead of a feeder to, the express companies 
through extension of its service. 

The extra charge collected on interstate pack- 
ages outside of arbitrarily fixed delivery districts 
in cities would seem to fall within the penal 
clause subjecting express officials to fine and im- 
prisonment.

He has gone on talking without thinking, grow- 
ing more and more preposterous, until in the 
paragraph above is the climax of the preposterous.

MODIFYING THE RECALL.

The complete failure of the recall 
movement against the present Mayor of 
Tacoma, Wash., tends to confirm our 
impression that, as soon as the novélty 
of the thing wears off, the voters of no 
community where the recall exists will 
suffer its application or use for trivial 
causes. The common sense of people 
must teach them very quickly that the 
recall is a device that should be used 
infrequently and only in extreme cases.

For 
example, Tacoma now proposes to 
amend the municipal charter so that 
recall petitions can be signed only at 
the city clerk’s office. Such a modifica- 
tion would prevent the employment of 
idle men and women to peddle recall pe- 
titions for five cents a name.

LIGHT MANUFACTURING.
